The Feast of Trumpets

Representing the Return of the Jews. 


F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 


.--These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. 

Doubtless the Feast of Trumpets 
refers to the regathering of the Jews, 
or rather the entire Israel to Palis- 
tine. A long interval elapsed between 
Pentecost and the Trumpets, thus 
showing that there will be a_ great 
period of time between the first out- 
pouring of the Spirit and the trumpet 
blowing. 

This feast is followed by the day of 
atonement, as referred to in Zechariah 
13:1. This feast fell on the seventh 
new moon. This fell in the month 
Tishri. 

This day was observed as a feast 
day by resting from all work. At the 
same time they blew trumpets from 
morning till evening. It was a day of 
gladness, all worry, toil and _hard- 
ships were laid aside. Ten days later 
came the day of atonement, fifteen 
days later came the Feast of Taber- 
nacle. 

They offered many sacrifices dur- 
ing this feast. The day came to be re- 
garded as the anniversary of the be- 
ginning, of the world. The leaders in 
Israel believed that on this day God 
judged all men, that they passed be- 
fore Him as’a flock of sheep pass be- 
fore a shepherd., 

This day marked the beginning of 
the new year for the Jews. The type 





set forth here, very vividly pictures 
the return of the Jews to Palistine. 
As there was a considerable space of 
time between the Jewish Pentecost 
and the Feast of Trumpets so there 
is a great space of time between the 
giving of the Spirit at Pentecost and 
the call of the Jews to return to Palis- 
tine. 


God calls for all the inhabitants to 
take notice when He begins to blow 
the trumpet. The trumpets at _ that 
time were to be blown within the 
temple, and on the Sabbath as well as 
any other day. 

God will blow the trumpet by the 
aid of His ministers, on the Sabbath 
the same as other days. Listen to the 
Scripture. All ye inhabitants of the 
world, and dwellers on the earth, see 
ye, when he lifteth up an ensign on 
the mountains, and when he bloweth a 
trumpet, hear ye. Also see Isaiah 27:- 
12-138 which treats of the regathering 
of Israel. It shall come to pass_ in 
that day, that the Lord shall beat off 
from the channel of the river unto 
the stream of Egypt, and ye shall be 
gathered one by one, O ye children 
of Israel. And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the great TRUMPET 
shall be blown, and they shall come

THE VOICE, A TRUMPET 

Notice, that the trumpet is not only, 
a trumpet, but it is a great trumpet. 
Also notice that with the blowing of 
the great trumpet the Jews will be 
regathering. 

Also see Isaiah 58. Cry aloud, sparé 
not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet, 
and shew my people their transgres- 
sions, and the house of Jacob their 
sins. V. 1. 

Biow a trumpet in Zion, and sound 
an alarm in my holy mountain: let all 
the inhabitants of the land tremble: 
for the day of the Lord cometh, for 
it is nigh at hand. 

Since the Feast of Trumpets came 
after Pentecost was ended, so it will 


be at the close of this Pentecostal 
period. The trumpets. shall sound 
~witiin the temple of God (the 


Church) not only on the Sabbath, but 
every day will this message of the 
kingdom go forth until the final cul- 
mination of the Gentile age. 

John the Baptist came preaching, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
Jesus came preaching the same mes 
sage. The disciples also preached it, 
but they crucified the King and 
would not have Him reign over them. 
He wept bitterly over them and said 
that He would have gathered them 
a8 a hen gathereth her brood under 
her wing but they would not. From 
that time the message of the king- 
dom of heaven ceased, but at the 
close of the Pentecostal days the mes- 
sage of the kingdom of heaven is to 
‘be resumed. The ministers will lift up 
their voices like a trumpet making 
announcement that the day of the 
Lord is at hand, also the time vf lIs- 
rael’s return is at hand. We _ are 
hearing a toot or two of this trumpet 
occasionally, but as the fig tree (Jew- 
ish nation) comes near maturity, or 
full bloom we may expect to hear 
more of this trumpet, (the Millennium 
Message). 

THAT DAY, THE KEY WORD 

This Feast of Trumpets is to be a 
day of all days to the Jews. It makes 
the beginning of all things to them, 
when the long looked for Messiah 
shall take control and sit upon the 
throne of David. ‘ 

The Pentecostal days will soon be 
over and the trumpet will announce 
that the greatest of all feasts is at 
hand. ~ 

And in that day thou shalt say, O 
Lord, |! will praise thee: though thou 
wast angry with me, thine anger is 
turned away, and thou comfortedst 
me.—ltsa. 12:1. 

And it shall come to pass in the day 
that the Lord shall give thee rest from 
thy sorrow, and from thy fear, and 
from the hard bondage wherein thou 
wast made to serve, that thou shalt 
take up this proverb against the king 
of Babylon. 

These with scores of other Scrip- 
tures show that the Jews are to re- 
turn and enjoy sweet rest from their 
oppressers. They will no more fear.

DECISION FOR PRESENT DISTRESS

“It was decided that there was only 
one cause granted for a divorce that 
would leave either party innocent 
and at liberty to marry again, and 
that was fornication or adultry. 

It was further decided that none 
who are divorced and married again 
are eligible for membership in the 
Lord’s church except the innocent 
party of Matthew 5:32. 


The Assembly recommended that 
this subject should have due consid- 
eration in receiving members into 
the church. 1908 Book of Minutes, 
page 27. 
This subject again discussed in the 
Assembly of 1909, and decided to let 
the minute of 1908 remain unchanged 
with this exception, We recommend 
that the church to which they wish 
to unite, appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the case, and for the church 
then to act according to the advice 
given by the Assembly. Book of 
Minutes, page 51. 
As the Assembly failed to _ settle 
the divorce and remarriage question, 
it decided to leave the matter as 
given in the minutés of past Assem- 
blies recommending to reprint those 
instructions in these minutes. 
The Assembly re-appointed the five 
men who were appointed at the last 
Assembly, with seven others, to con- 
sider this subject and bring to next 
Assembly their report. 1913 Minutes. 
The committee on Divorce and Re- 
marriage reported that they could not 
agree. They gave a majority and 
minority report. The majority favor- 
ed settling the matter in harmony 
with the undecided plan outlined in 
previous Assemblies with the excep- 
tion of a_ slight amendment. The 
minority opposed this plan, but did 
not make any special statement of 
their views. 
A question arose which called for 
the reading of the old minutes and 
a fuller explanation. 
EXPLANATION: All who are di- 
vorced for any cause OTHER than 
fornication and re-married while their 
former husbands are living should 
not be received into the church. 
The man Or woman who puts away 
husband or wife for the cause of for- 
nication and marries again may be 
received into the church. Investiga- 
tion should be made when such peo- 
ple wish to join the church to see 
whether they are of the former or lat-

We have given to the public what 
we find in the several minutes of 
tive Assembly on the Divorce and Re- 
marriage subject. We have selected 
the items which the minutes state 
were decided as a working rule for 
the present and not what some in- 
dividual advised. 

The above explanation as to how 
the church is handling the subject is 
correct except in one point. You will 
notice at the beginning of these 
minutes, “It was decided that there 
is only one cause granted for divorce 
that would leave either party inno- 
cent and at liberty to marry again

and that is FORNICATION OR 
ADULTRY.” The _ explanation left 
off adultry. 

This subject came up in several 


Assemblies and has always referred 
to the 1908 Assembly as the present 
working rule. God has been blessing 
the church under these present work- 
ing rules. There is no special con- 
fusion over the subject. My advice 
is, “doing well is hard to beat.” Let 
us move right on as at present until 
something better presents itself. 

Those who have two living com- 
panions and are desiring to become 
members of the church should not 
present themselves for membership 
until they have spoken to the pastor, 
who will appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate and see for what cause 
divorce has been given. 

I have not given my view on this 
subject, but have given some of the 
findings of the Assembly. They de- 
cided that the above was the best 
plan they could find at present, but 
the matter is not closed, but held 
open for more light if possible on the 
subject. 

We want to be very charitable to 
those who seem to see differently to 
what the Assembly has adopted for 
our present workings. 

We are not to agitate this subject 
or try to force our views on the pub- 
lic, but are to move on together with 
a hope that at some future date all 
may see eye to eye on this subject.

PRACTICAL ADVICE TO THE 
MINISTRY 





By John C. Jernigan. 


TEXT.—Titus 1:7, 8, 9. 


For a Bishop must be blameless, 
as the steward of God, not self will- 
ed, not soon angry, not given to wine, 
no striker, not given to filthy lucre, 
but a lover of hospitality, a lover of 
good men, sober, just, holy temper- 
ate, holding fast the faithful word 
as he has been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to ex- 
hort and to convince the gainsayers. 


Introduction 


The text is a portion of Paul’s let- 
ter to Titus instructing him concern- 
ing the qualifications of bishops, not 
that Titus’ qualifications were ~ not 
sufficient, but he was on the Island 
of Crete and Paul was giving him 
orders to ordain elders in every city, 
and in this text he is only giving him 
a guide, mentioning a few things that 
must exist in the every day life of a 
minister. Also showing that he must 
be a man of ability, able by sound 
doctrine to exhort and convince the 
gainsayers. 

We have no record where the quali- 
fications of a minister have ever been 
lowered, therefore I think this text 
is suitable and true to the theme, 
Practical advice to the ministry, and 
if there was ever a day that the min- 
istry needed this advice it is now, 
for there are many mistakes being 
made in the common ministry caus- 
ing great loss in human souls. That 
is my chief reason for coming before 
you with this message today. 


Preacher's Responsible and 
Exalted Position 


The preacher should be the best 
man in town because he occupies the 
most exalted position accorded unto 
mankind and bears the greatest re- 
sponsibility. He was not placed in this 
responsible position by human _in- 
auguration to officiate in the mater- 
ial things of this world, but by a di- 
vine hand to minister the holy things 
of God unto the souls of men. We are 
told in Acts 13:1-2, that there were 
certain prophets and teachers in the 
Church at Antioch and as they were 
praying and fasting before God, the 
Holy Ghost said, separate Barnabus 
and Saul for the work where unto I 
have called them. We have heard it 
said that God does not call men to 
preach, but sends them, but on this 
occasion God called Barnabus and 
Saul to do a work for Him and then 
came the time for man to do his 
duty in sending them, therefore these 
holy men of God guided by the Holy 
Ghost prayed and laid hands on them, 
ordaining them for the work that God 
had called them to. In the call God 
only has a part, but in the . sending 
man has a part to perform, therefore 
no God-called man should get in too 
great a hurry, but wait until God has 
time to talk to the prophets and 
teachers about the sending. The fail- 
ure of many is because they have 
jumped up and started too quickly, 
saying, Jesus said go preach the Gos- 
pel to every creature. That is all true, 
He spoke to the apostles and said, 
GO PREACH, and then he said again 
to the same men, BUT TARRY. 


His Mission 


Now it becomes necessary for. us 
to dig into the secret of the mission 
of those who had tarried until they 
were qualified, that we might be able 
to determine for our own selves our 
duty as ministers of the same Gospel. 

We learn from the Acts 6:1 that 
when the number of disciples multi- 
plied, there arose a murmuring of the 
Grecians against the Hebrews, be- 
cause their widows were neglected in 
the daily ministration. Then the 
twelve called the multitude of dis- 


ciples umto them and said, it is not} 


reason that we should leave the word 
of God and serve tables, wherefore 
brethren look ye out among you seven 
men of honest report full of the Holy 





Ghost and wisdom, whom we may 


appoint over this business, but we 
will give ourselves continually to 
prayer and to the ministry of the 
Word. Acts 6:2, 3, 4. Every disciple 
is not calle@d to preach the Gospel, 
therefore they cannot do it, but those 
whom God calls is expected to give 
their full time and attention to the 
spreading of the Gospel and let the 
others plow corn and serve tables. 
It was necessary that the tables be 
served, but the apostles said, it is 
not reason that they should leave 
the word of God to do so, but they 
must fulfill their mission as it was 
God’s ordained plan that this Gospel 
should be preached into all the world 
by human agency, although it is pos- 
sible that God could paint the Gospel 
in the skies in every language under 
heaven, or send angels and preach 
it in every town and country-side in 
the world. But that is not like God’s 
plan, he has anointed men to preach 
it and if we don’t do it, millions will 
die and be lost, that could have been 
saved. 

When Cornelius was fasting and 
praying in his house, God sent an 
angel unto him, not to preach the 
Gospel, but to tell Cornelius where 
and how to get a _ preacher that 
would tell him what to do. The mys- 
tery hidden from us is why the angel 
did not tell Cornelius what to do in- 
stead of having him send all the way 
to Joppa for a preacher, only that we 
know God has not chosen angels to 
preach the Gospel, but men, and when 
Peter was sent for he was found on 
the house top praying and the Lord 
made known unto him his mission. 
Peter went doubting nothing and had 
a wonderful Pentecostal .revival in 
the city of Caesarea. 

If many ministers were sent for 
they would not be found on the house 
top :praying where the Lord could 
make known unto them His will, as 
He did unto Peter, but the sent mes- 
senger would have to go to the fields, 
mines, factories, or some other place 
of employment to find them and then 
they would be afraid to go for fear 
their family would starve before they 
could get back. 


His Responsibility 


My brethren this fact should not 
exist, every chosen man should come 
out from his hiding place and enter 
into the work where unto the Lord 
has called them, for there is a greater 
responsibility resting upon the minis- 
try than any other profession. We 
are dealing with God in behalf of hu- 
man souls, the highest valued thing 
in existance. When Jesus began to 
estimate its value, He placed its valu- 
ation more than all the world, by say- 
ing, for what shall it profit you if you 
should gain the whole world and lose 
your own soul, or what shall you give 
in exchange for your soul? The an- 
swer of the lost soul will be, the 
profit is nothing and if possible I 
would give all the world to hear one 
more Gospel sermon and have a 
chance to be saved. This thought 
should lodge in the mind of every 
minister, awakening him at the mid- 
night hour and should stir him into 
such passion for soul saving that he 
could not be at rest off his duty. If 
this is not enough to arouse your 
passion for souls, stop and listen to 
what God said to Ezekiel concerning 
your own doom if you do not your 
duty, “When I say unto the  wick- 
ed, Thou shall surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speakest 
to warn the wicked from his wicked 
way, to save his life; the same wick- 
ed man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at thine 
hand.” Ezek. 3:18. 

There will be many bloody handed 
ministers in judgment because of 
their. slowfulness in this world, 
therefore awake ye every God called 
man and blow the Gospel trumpet in 


Zion, sound an alarm in the holy 
mountains, for behold the day of the 
Lord cometh as a thief in the night 
and many preachers will not escape. 


The Preacher’s Every Day Duty 


There is no time to lose, but an 
every day duty is developed upon 
each minister of the Gospel of Christ. 
We all should have a set rule to 
never be idle as each day or even 
every moment there is something 
that we can be doing in the Gospel 
work. 


Not Be a Loafer 


I especially wish to make mention 
of loafing around stores, town or any 
other public place. It shows a lack 
of interest in the work where unto 
we have been called and_ trusted 
with. It is also deadly poison to ones 
influence. The people of your com- 
munity naturally expect more of you 
than any other mar 1n the community, 
because you profess more and put 
yourself up as a )eader. If you get in 
a habit of loafing around public 
places and if you are not careful, the 
first thing you know you will be tak- 
ing a hand in the old tales that are 
usually found in such places. The 
next thing you are John or Tom 
Jones instead of Rev., Dr., or Myr. 
Jones or Smith. You don’t have to 
smile upon any sin or foolishness in 
any one to gain their confidence or 
hold your influence with them, but 
if the meanest man in town sees you 
are a total abstainer from all evil, 
he will recognize you as a holy man 
of God, reverance your sermon and 
put confidence in your prayers. You 
will have a great chance to lead him 
to Christ. So let us who are filling 
this sacred position, grace it with 
righteousness, setting a pattern for 
the believers as Paul, the aged, ex- 
horted Titus the younger. In all things 
showing thyself a pattern of good 
works in doctrine showing uncorrupt- 
ness, gravity, sincerity. Titus 2:7. 


Be a Pattern 


Paul was a perfect pattern unto 
the believers, stedfast in doctrine, un- 
corrupt in conversation and in deed 
and was always sincere in all his un- 
dertakings for Christ. He was worthy 
to exhort the younger minister to be 
likewise. The believers are looking to, 
and depending upon the ministry for 
advice. Whether we be young or old, 
married or single, it is expected that 
we be able to instruct and set an ex- 
ample that all mankind would do well 
to follow. As a rule, whatever the 
preacher indulgeth in, se do his fol- 
lowers and if they are reproved for 
their sin, they will say, that is noth- 
ing, the preacher does that, therefore 
let us be careful what we do or what 
we say, for the Christian experience 
of the laity of our churches will never 
rise higher than that of the Ainis- 
ter’s. If the pastor goes to the shows, 
his members will follow him; if he 
never has family worship at home 
the deacon and all others will more 
than likely pattern thereafter; if he 
is always late at church and Sunday 
School, as a rule the members are 
never in a very great hurry on Sun- 
day morning and services at nights. 
They will say, we will get there now 
by the time the preacher gets there 
any way and in case we don’t the 
preacher can’t say anything, for he is 
always late himself 

My fellow laborer in the Gospel, 
let us dig deeper in our own Chris- 
tian experience and the knowledge 
of His word that we may be able to 
lead the church into deeper spiritual- 
ity and greater knowledge of God’s 
eternal truth, which is one of the 
most essential things of our day. We 
are living in a day of deception, when 
men are being deceived and losing 
their soul. It is up to us to be able 
to reveal those deceptive doctrines 
and to instill-the real doctrine of the 
Bible into the hearts and lives of our 
congregation for the Word is as a 
lamp unto our feet and a light unto 
our path. 

Always be a Student—2 Tim. 2:15 

Paul exhorted Timothy, who was a 
faithful minister of the Gospel of 
Christ, to study to show himself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not be ashamed rightly di- 
viding the word of truth. 2 Tim. 2:15. 
Some in the beginning of their min- 
istry conceived an’ idea that if God 
had called them to preach the Gos- 
pel it would be unnecessary for them 
to study, or especially go to a Bible 
School, for fear they would drift into 
formality and only have the approval 
of man upon them, but in this text 
we are taught that it is the approval 
of God upon a man that studies. 
There is nothing that pleaseth God 
any more than a true blue loyal min- 
ister who spends his time preparing 
to unfold the mysteries of God’s 
Bible. : 

It is one thing to know the Bible 
and another to be able to present it 
to your congregation in an intelligent 
way that they may understand it. To 
know the Bible you must study it and 
td’ know haw to preach it, you should 
study other good books, such as 
grammar, spelling, homiletics and 
hundreds of other good books that 
you could read and study that would 
be of untold value to your ministry. 
Among the greatest needs of the com- 
mon ministry is men who know how 
to rightly divide the Word of truth. 
There are many who can exhort and 
shout and get a few people saved, 
that is fine, I don’t critize that, but 
we are in need of more men who can. 





take the Bible and dig down into its 





doctrines and thereby subdue the doc- 
trines of men and devils. 

You have probably heard men in 
the pulpit brag about being unlearn- 
ed and that God gives them all they 
know. My .brethren, that should not 
be, you make a mistake when you do 
it, however it is mo disgrace to be un- 
learned, neither is it any honor. If 
you were learned God would give you 
just as much and you would be more 
capable of retaining it. I have heard 
sermons and would be asked a short 
time afterward what the preacher 
preached about and I was forced to 
say I did not know. He might have 
touched on fifty subjects or even 
more, and they were all mixed up un- 
til I could not tell what he was driv- 
ing at. My friend if you are that kind 
of a preacher don’t be discouraged, 
but do your best in prayer and study- 
ing to do better. God will help you. 
Study your Bible, study your subject, 
don’t conceive that old foggy idea, 
that if you study your sermon it is 
a cut and dried one, for you are only 
fulfilling what Paul instructed Tim- 
othy to do. If Timothy who was a 
student of the Bible from his youth, 
need to study, we surely do. God can 
and will help you at your desk just 
as much so as in the pulpit. Your 
time is not spent in vain when you 
are spending evening hours on the ar- 
Tangements of one good sermon. By 
this statement don’t understand me 
to say you should write out your 
sermon and memorize it, or read it 
in the pulpit, but so arrange it and 
pack it full of good sound doctrine 
that it will convince the gain-sayer, 
persuade the sinner and instruct the 
saints. 


Give Time to Prayer 


When you are studying your sermon, 
don’t forget to pray. It has been well 
said, that a prayerless life is a fruit- 
less life, prayer is just as necessary 
as -studying. By studying, you don’t 
drive God out of your sermon but 
bring Him into it. A sermon should 
be prepared in the spirit of prayer 
and soaked into your mind until it 
becomes a part of you, then it can 
be delivered in the demonstration of 
the power and Spirit. If you will study 
your sermon in the attitude of pray- 
er as I have described, you need not 
be afraid that you will put too much 
confidence in your own ability, for if 
you live a life of prayer and obedi- 
ence to God, He will be so real in 
your thought that you will depend on 
Him.
